Rain or shine, colorful all-weather coats 
now bridge the gap between furs, down coats 
and summer bareness. The raincoat is now 
the answer to the problem of the Spring/Fall 
coat....casual for jeans and pants, or 
dressy at night. 


STYLES : The Trench...the old stand-by 
silhouette returns in...the duster-—-a loose 
and single-breasted full coat...cocoon wrap 
coats, architectural-s rain jackets, a 
feminine ruffled-neck in the straight or A- 
line coat, and, over everything, the poncho.

LOOKING TOWARD SUMMER: TOPS & BOTTOMS 


Summer separates continue to take their 
mood from the 50's and 60's, but the 
look is definitely contemporary. 


To Look For: Skirts-—-micro-mini and knee 
baring to 25-30" lengths; longer lengths 
vary from narrow to full or circular. 
Shorts—-cut thigh-high, pleated walking 
shorts, short culottes. 

Pants-—"Marilyn" capris, pedal pushers, 
variations on pleated trousers and ‘jeans. 
Tops--the T-shirt is knit and woven, 
cropped T's, tanks, cut-out tops, halters, 
midriff baring tops, scoop necklines in 
front, back, or both...Camp shirts, 
blouson jackets and shirt jackets appear 
consistently. Also, the jumpsuit and 
mini-dress—blouson or spare cotton knit. 





Details: Buttons everywhere—on skirts, 
blouses, on front, back, on sides... hard- 
ware--Zippers, grippers, snaps, side 
fastenings...embroidery...burnout effects 
---pockets--angled at hips, envelope, 
patched...color blocking. ail 

Fabrics: Naturals--cotton and blends, 
linen blends in knits and wovens. a 

Colors: silver grey is new...neutrals... 
khaki, stone...brights, often with white 
-»epale and powdery tones...black and 
white alone or combined. 


The separates story is bright in solid 
color sheeting, with inter-related pieces 


in confetti, houndstooth, and polka dot 
prints. Pedal pushers, 19" back-button 
Skirt, sleeveless midriff tie top, "big 
button" front jumpsuit, "Marilyn" pant. 
Knit T looks are beaded, scooped, button 
back. Burnout patterning is featured on 
T's for a special look. Knits—cap sleeve 
blouson mini-dress with beaded accents and 
sexy knee-baring tank dress. 30" circle 
skirts are knit or woven. Spirited summer 
darks are solid or striped--pleated short 
skirt, 19" back button skirt, side button 











sheath skirt, big jacket plus beaded car- 
digan sweater. Versatile sweats—in draw- 
string capri and short, little skirt, big 
and_ cropped tops, zip cardigan...EAST SIDE 
CLOTHING CO. 


Pants are cropped or cut-off. Mini-skirts 
in super bleach denim range from 14" micro 
length to 17". Styles are 5-pocket, rah- 
rah (16 gore), deep yoked. Overdye powder 
brights in purple, pink, maize. The 
safari look in khaki washed poplin...17" 
minis to wear with long vest, oversized 
blouson, pleated trousers. Cotton twill 
stripes in red/khaki, black/white, royal 
blue/turquoise stand out in tab front 
baggie, layered look vested jacket and 
"Doris" pant. Pull-on boxer shorts and 
pants work well with striped and solid 
tank tops. Walking shorts, camp shirt, 
baggies in striped seersucker; colors— 
orchid, pink or blue...TROUSERS UP. 


Embroidery is the added dimension of 
cotton/poly T's—floral and berry 
embroideries, kitten motif appliques in U- 
neck and crew neck and boat neck styles. 
Active styles in cotton jersey...running 
short, shoulder snaps on pulls, hooded 
pullover with snap openings on packet and 
pocket. Acrylic/cotton sweaters with hand 
embroidery detailing...SUSAN BRISTOL. 


Forward novelty designs in knitted tops 
include a woven and knit combination with 
shoe lacing detail. Other items—dolman 
Sleeve with mesh and lace inserts, spliced 
multi-stripes on low V-back, engineered 





stripes, balloon sleeve print. Strong 
pleated effects—flanged—on square 


neckline and sleeves or diagonally seamed. 
Stripes dominate--mitered with dolman 
sleeve...surplice caught at the waistband 
---Spliced with multi-color roll sleeve... 
knit and woven. cambo with balloon 
sleeve...BONNIE AND BILL. 
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
